ECCENTRIC GENIUS | 
OF THE PIANO: 


WORLD-FAMOUS AS 
CHOPIN PLAYER | 


( Rome, Jan. 8. 
Vindimir = =Pachmann, — the 
world-famous pianist, — died 
suddenly. to-day in his eighty- 
fifth year. He. caught a chill 
which developed rapidly into 
pneumonia, ; 


He was a-concert celebrity for|§ 


over fifty years, his chief claim 
to famo being his brilliantly 
distincttve interpretations of 
Chopin's works. 

Born at Odessu in July, 1848, 
Vladimir Pachmann was the son 
of Vicent de  Pachmann, — an 
Austrian Professor of Roman Law 
and o musical amateur of great 
ability, who had beoh on terms of 
rroat friendship with Beethoven 
and Weber. 


: BEGAN ATSIX. 


Attho age of G young Vladimir 
began to learn the violin and from 
then until he was .ten he was 
given continuoun instruction by 
his father on that instrument as 

’ well as in harmony and thorough- 
bass. In 1868, as he felt drawn to 
the piano,.he began to study it, 
still under his father’s guidance, 
and practised assiduously. Atthe 
ago of elghtecn he was sent to 

the Conservatoire at Vienna where 
ho remained for two years, his 
masters bping Professor J. Dachs 

(piano): and Professor Bruncknor 

(Counter-point). He took the first 

prize,'a gold medal, for proficiency 
on the piano, and in 1869 returned 
to Russia. 

At-Odess2, Pachmann gave his 
first recitals under the patronaye 
of the local aristocracy and these 
were.a great success, Abont the 
samo time he met Carl Tausig, the 
yreat pianist, by whose marvellous 
technique he was so impressed 
that he’ abandoned public per- 
formances for some and 


time 
devoted himself to further prac- 
tiee and study. 


VIENNA TRIUMPH. 


In 1878, he went to Leipziz 
where he played wih grent success 
at the celebrated Gewandhaus con- 
certs under Carl Retnecke and also 
gave numerous recitals. Ip felt, 
however, that there was still some- 
thing to acquire and accordingly 
returned to Vienna and resigned 
himself to further study. Yield- 
ing at length to the requests of 
Prince Hohenlohe and others, he re- 
‘appeared .at Bosendorfer’s Salon in 


January 1882, all the musical 
notabilities of Vienna being 
present, - 


From Vienna he went to Paris 
and gave two recitals at the Snlle 
Erard in April, 1882. In the same 
your he went to England and made 


hia first appearance at one of 
Ganz's orchestral concerts at the 
St. James's Hall, the late Duke of 
Edinburgh, a keen muaic-lover 


being present, 
HAILED BY CRITICS. 


He was hailed by the principal 
critics as a consummate player 
of Chopin and it is as an exponent 
of that composer's music .that he 
was beat known and appreciated. 
After a long tour through England, 
Scotland nnd Ireland he went to 
Austria-Hungary and at a concert 
in Budapest was publicly om- 
braced by Liszt after his per- 
formance of one -of Chopin’s 

. sonatas. In April, 1884, Pachmann 
married Miss Maggle Oakey, also 
an accomplished pianist, hailing 
from Australia, but the marriage 
Was dissolved and the lady _after- 

. Wards became the wife.of Maitre 
Labori, who defended Dreyfus. 
Pachmann then made_ extended 
tours all over Europe and America, 
confining his programme almost 
exclusively to Chopin.

America’s silence on the Shan- 
haikwan developments seems to 
give value to recent suggestions 
that Mr. Franklin Roosevelt will 
carry a change of Far Eastern 
policy to the White House. 
There are several interesting 
factors associated with the 
change of administration. It is 
Pointed out in America (1) 
The great importance to Japan- 
ese official and public opinion in- 
volved in the departure of Mr. 
Stimson, who had come in 
Japanese eyes to personify un- 
friendliness; (2) The value in 
the same circles of Mr. Roose- 
velt’s considerable reputation as 
a friend of Japan; (3) The op- 
portunity, by mere virtue of be- 
ing a new group, afforded to Mr. 
Roosevelt’s advisers to tackle 
the Far Eastern problem afresh, 
Keeping what is good of old 
policies and scrapping what is 
unhelpful; (4) The possibility 
of modifying publicly . the 
Hoover-Stimson non-recognition 
policy into a constructive force, 
as it waa in reality modified by 
the Lytton Report, This change 
may now be brought out into the 
open with great force on the ac- 
cession of a new Administration. 
{In all this it is scen that the 
change.to be brought about in 
Far Eastern policy on’ March 4 
muy well be more in “face” than 
in fundamentals, But it is in 
“face” that the Orient is. now in- 
terested. Roosevelt wrote for the 
magazine Asia: American sym- 
pathies have been pro-Chinese 
rather than pro-Japonese. Per- 
haps, however, we are appreciat- 
ing now a little more readily 
than formerly the Japanese point 
of view. We can now recognize 
that there is @ reni necessity to 
Japanese of the markets and 
raw products of that part of 
the Chinese mainland contiguous 
to her island shores. Here, 
then, is another valid reason for 
altering or abandoning the old- 
fashioned habit of mind. 
Nothing, in the Japanese view, 
could ‘more aptly fit the. current 
situation. ood

, One of the biggest tasks fac- 
ing statesmen, cconomists and 
usiness men alike at.the mo- 
ment, and one which, more than 
any other, will command the at- 
tention of the World Economic 
Conference when. it meets, is the 
devising of ways and means to 
bring about an advance in the 
world price level. The problem 
18 of immense difficulty. Recent- 
ly, Mr, Neville Chamberlian ra- 
ther hinted that he hoped to get 
the world back to normal condi- 
tions by a.series of valorisation 
schemes, each designed to raise 
the price of a particular commo- 
dity or group of commodities. 
In theory, at any rate, it is no 
doubt possible to raise the price 
of everything in turn by limit- 
ing the supply, though in prac- 
tice there are n great many 
things whose supply will take 
lot of cornering. The point docs 
suggest itself, however, that-any 
such process {s self-destructive. 
It involves in each case restric- 
tion of output, it also necessarily 
carries with it an increase 
in unemployment, and in many 
cases it must. result in a 
dimunition of the total of pur- 
chasing power. Each particular 
rise in price achieved by this 
method has a tendency to de- 
press the prices of other goods,’ 
and the wider the field: over 
which it is applied, the more 
drastic must the restriction of 
supply be in order to be effective 
in raising prices. As one writer 
has remarked, the increase in 
prices for which the world. is 
looking is one that will enable 
more goods, not fewer, to be sold.

He said it was ridiculous to 
assume, while the Japanese were 
moving troops freely, that when 
China moved troops in her own 
territory the Japanese considered 
it provocation. 


Asked whether it was his policy 


to renist to the end, Chang Hauch- |. 


liang countered “Is it the Japanese 
policy to attack to the end?” He 
said the beginning of the Shan- 
‘ailawan incident was the same as 
the beginning of the Mukden 
incident. Perhaps it would be 
better to send ‘another Commis- 
sion to see how the affair started 
there. There should be one end to 
that—Manchuria and _Shanhai- 
‘wan should be handed back to 
China. If a settlement of the 
‘rouble depended on his disposal, 
then it would be easy, It had been 
atated that the Japanese could not 
abolish Mnanechukuo because of 
face ‘with China. It was not a 
question of face but of life and 
death, : 

“We will use what means we 
have to protect our lives and our 


national existence,” he sald. The 
foreign Powers could assist by 
lavingg the facts before the 


Japanese people who were now 
cheated by propaganda, for it was 
unbelievable that all Jananese 
were unreasonable or all thought 
ohliauely, “He believed. that 
ultimately truth and righteous.

DEATH OF YOUNG POLICE 
OFFICER - 


The death occurred yesterday, 
morning at the Victoria Hospital 
of Lanco Sergeant D.H, Willlama 
following an.attack of malaria 
with pneumonia. 

Born in County Dawn, Iroland, 
the Inte Sergt.' Daniel Hill 
Williams was a Lance Sergeant in 
tho Irish Guards before he arrived 
fn the Colony’on April 26, 1928, 
after .enlistmont in the local 
Police Foree. His earlior military 
training stood him in good stead, 
and after quickly qualifying as a 
Lowia and Thompson gunner . he 
went out on regular Police dutics, 
Ne passed hig examinations in 
Hindustani and Cantonese, and 
within the firat year of jolhing 
was promoted Lance Sergeant. 

The Police tragedy at Lokma- 
chau on July 20, 1930, whon a 
Sikh constable, P.C. Dalip Singh 
ran Amok at the district Station and 
murdered the wife of a European 
Police officer. was of peculinr 
concern to the late Lance Sorgeant 
Williams. He was one of the 
reinforcements dispatched to the 
scene on the evening of the out- 
rage; and when ordered to enter 
the Station which was then being 
surrounded, did so without hesit- 
ation, although well knowing that 
the man was armed. and in a 
dangerous mood. 


Pluck Commended. 


For the pluck and” zeal he 
displayed on that occasion, Lance 
Sergeant Williams was later 
officintly commended by the Hon. 
Inspector General of Police. 

The deceased was transferred 
to the Criminal Investigation 
Department in December of the 
same year, and when a vacancy 
occurred in the Bailiffa Office at 
the Supreme Court the following 
year, he wns seconded to the 
post. After reverting to reguisr 
Police duties at Central for some 


’ 


‘time, in April last he returned to 


the Supreme Court, and waa carry- 
Ing out the duties of a Bailiff 
when he fell a victim to malaria, 
He waa removed to 
the Government Civil Hospital, 
and from there transferred to the 
Victoria Hospital. 

Hia condition was complicates 
by pneumonia, and since Christ- 
man he had beon in a critical 
state.’ Death, which occurred 
surly yesterday morning at the 
narly age of 29, has cut short 2 
sromising career. The decensed 
was of a quict disposition, but 
was well-liked by all who knew 
‘im. He was unmarried, and ia 
uurvived by his father, Mr. Tho- 
mas Williams, a resident of 
Taymullt, Argyllshire, for whom 
much sympathy {a felt. 

The funeral takes place this 
afternoon. Decensed, being an ex- 
Service man, it ia probable tha. 
the obrequics will be of a milltary 
ind official natiire. The cortege 
on leaving the hospital will proceed 
down Stubbs Road... and is

Tho most valuable instrument of 

the contract bridge bidder ts the 
forcing bid. . 
’ As I havo explained in my pre- 
vious articles, the one ovor onc 
bidding ‘system has a great many 
ways of applying forcing bids, 

Whon the forcing principle was 
first adopted by contract bridge 
players, it received’ a great deal 
of abuse. Any player. who picked 
up a fair hand immediately folt 
that ho had to force in order to 
convey his message to partner. + 

Tho bid that received the great- 
cat amount of abuse was, without 
n doubt, tho original forcing two 
bid, or the game demand bid. | 
want to state that I do not be- 
Heve that more than one original 
foicing two bid comes up in 160 
hands. 

While the average of big hands 
tk possibly one in: 100, unfortu- 
nately some player before you 
will sometimes put in a psychic. 
or some foolish bid, so that you 
do not niways get a chance to ure 
the forcing two bid. But even 
‘heugh it is one of contract’r 
rarest bids, it has a most valuable 
place fn the game.

There are two types of original 
game demand bids in the one over 
one system—the original suit bid 
of two and the original suit bid 
of threr. 

These two bids differ mainly 
tn this respect—an original two 
bid asks partner’s nssistance in 
selecting the proper declaration. 
It shows a hand that has a choice 
of two bids, or one that could be- 
come the dummy if plnyed at a 
no trump contract. 

The three bid, while forcing in 
every respect, the same as the 
two bid, shows partner a hand 
tn which you wish to become the 
dummy—a hand that you enannot 
play at no trump, and one In 
which you simply wish, in case 
you show two suits, to support 
the sult in which he has the most 
strength. 

An original forcing bid in the 
one over one ‘system is used to in- 
diente a hand that will go game 
regardless of the fnet that your 
partner's hand may be trickless. 
It Is not neceasary to open with 
a forcing bid unless you have this 
powerful hand, ; 

You can open with any of the 
one bids, which show a very good 
hand, and partner will keep the 
bidding open if he has, any sem- 
blance of a trick. Use your orig- 
inal forcing bids to indicate to 
partner an absolute game, and a 
probable slam if he has anything. 

An original forcing bid must 


not contain over two losing cards’ 


if made in a minor suit, and three 
losing cards when made in a me- 
jor suit. For example, if you 
held the following hand: 
Spades—A-K 
Hearts—A-K-Q-x-x : 
Diamonds—10 
Clubs—K-Q-J-x-x 


You can expect to lose the acé 


.pof clubs, the ace of diamonds, and 


either » heart or a club. You 
have a right to expect one of those 
two suits to break, 


_ If you have a major suit in the 
hand, this hand mecta the re- 
quirements of a forcing two bid. 
Not only are you sure of game, 
hut there is a probable sinm if 
vour partner holds either the ace 
of clubs or the ace of diamonds. 

Your first bid should be two 
hearts. If nurtner responds with 
two no trump, you would then 
show three clubs, and if partner's 
hand does not have normal sup- 
nort in cither of those suits, his 
response would be three no trump, 
showing that he has no particular 
preference ‘or cither of your bids. 

Your next bid should then be 
four hearts to show a decided pre- 
ference for hearts, since it takes 
only four tricks to go game at 
heats and five at clubs,
